UFO and she said, 'll sun* Is.

The couple described the ob¬ 
ject as triangular^ grayi.sh in 
color with a brfgbt white light 
in the middle and with red 
lights on eiiiwr side. 

“The while light was 
fteshing on and off. but around 
it, it w'as transparent and you 
could sec the stars right 
through it." Kathy, 36. said. 

The object started to move 
along the road when the 
McBurnfit's truck approached 
it, they said. 

"As wc began to speed up 
toward lh«* obji*ct it moved 
toward IIS and the two rpfl 
lights on either end of it star¬ 
ts to hlink on and off It 
si<’m«l to flrsii down the high- 
wa> like a balloon." said Mrs 
McBurmnt.

Mrs Uirenzen said. 

Field investigators arc sent 
to the different areas of the 
sightings and compile the in- 
fonnaiion which is read and 
analyzed before being fed into 
a computer system (or future 
reference. Mrs. Lorenzen said. 

The McBurnetts said they 
were contacted by a field in¬ 
vestigator from the Aerial 
Phenomena Research 
Organization, about three 
weeks after they reported their 
sighting. 

All the McBurnetts and 
Randy Baker were asked to do 
was fill out a form requesting 
information about the sighting. 

However, the forms were 
never c*omploied bcTausc* all 
four were asked to write 
separate forms, said the 
McBurnett brothers. David, 
however, said he would 
probably send his form in soon, 
some three years since the 
sighting reportedly took place

UFO’s Are Spotted

Unidentified flying objects have 
been sighted by several eastern 
Loudoun residents during the past two 
weeks, and authorities say they have no 
expianation for the peculiar 
phraomena. 

At approxinuitety 7:15 p.m. last 
Wednesday Cecelia Wall of Sugarland 
Run repciied seeing a bright light 
hoovering above Sugarland Run Drive. 
She said the light was emanating from 
a “very large craft" with a cone-shaped 
protrusion beneath it 

Wall said the cone-shaped portion 
of the craft was “paneled like a biimp, 
but much more narrow than a blimp, 
aral it was hoovering about 200 feet 
from the ground.” She said it might 
have been a helicopter but added, “it 
was much bigger than a helicopter — I 
got the impression it was a very large 
craft — and I distinctly saw the cone- 
shaped portion below the body of the 
craft” 

Wall also said that about three 
minutes after seeing the strange craft, 
she saw a helicopter, “and I distinctly 
recognized it as a helicopter. I could tell 
very readily what it was." 

She said the unidentified craft had 
no noise associated with it 
Last Tuesday evening Sandy Behrs of 
Sugarland Run saw a similar light 
hoovering over Rt. 637 near her home. 


"At first I thought it was an airplane, 
but I took a double look because I saw 
only one bright light” xbo xaid. 

“It looked like a big spot light and 
gee whiz it was bright. And it was huge 
— as though the entire front end of an 
airplane was lit up.” But Behrs said she 
is accustomed to seeing airplanes fly 
over the area and she is quite sure the 
craft was not an airplane. 

"And it couldn’t have been a 
helicopter because I would have heard 
the noise. But there was no noise 
associated with the iighf' Behrs said. 

Pamela Franznick of Sugarland 
Run also saw a similar craft recently. 
She said she saw something in the air 
with only one bright light. “Airplanes 
fly over here all the time,” she said, 
“and they always have multiple lights. 
But I saw only one light—a very bright 
light" 

She said the craft did notseem to be 
moving “because the light didn't get 
any bigger or any smaller.“'But as she 
watched, the light veered off and 
eventually went out of sight 

Franznick said she heard no noise 
coming from the peculiar li^t but 
added that she may not have been close 
enough to hear a noise if there was any. 

Robert Logan, head of the Dulles 
control tower, said he has heard about 
the recent sightings, “but we can’t pick 
up a light on our radar screens." U^n 
said there are a great many objects 


visible on the Dulles radar screens “but 
we have no way of knowing whether an 
object on the screen is the same object 
being sighted in any given place." 

A spokesman in the Dulles 
operations office said, “We have been 
getting a lot of calls about people seeing 
strange objects in the sky, but we don’t 
have any information on it.” He said 
the control tower personnel have not 
been able to detect anything unusual on 
their radar. 

Logan noted that some police 
helicopters have a single light used for 
searching the ground at night. “Itcould 
be a police helicopter spotlighting in the 
area,” he said. “But I know nothing 
other than a glider that is noiseless, and 
a glider would not be flying that close to 
the ground, and gliders don’t hoover." 

The Virginia State Police, 
Maryland State Police and the U.S. 
Park Police all reported Tuesday they 
have not had a helicopter anywhere in 
Loudoun County during the past two 
weeks. 

Loudoun Deputy Leonard 
McDonald said the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment has received several calls 
recently regarding the unidentified 
objects. “The extent of our in¬ 
vestigation is simply to refer callers to 
the Federal Aviation Administration. 
That is the only way we have of 
tracking these things," McDonald said.

More UFO Sightings Reported

(ki a clear night, you might see more than you reckoned 
for over a Tidewater sky. 

Recently, reports of mysterious lighted objects have 
been coming into police stations from citizens, as well as 
from patrolmen, who say they’ve seen something unex¬ 
plainable overhead. 

Two Virginia Bead) families reported seeing uniden¬ 
tified bright lights early Wednesday morning. Both the 
Suffolk and the Portsmouth Police Departments have had 
similar reported sightings. 

While on patrol along Route 58 in the area of Whitley’s 
Truck Stop 4:30 Monday morning, two separate patrol 
units radioed in reports of something unusual hovering, 
then moving slowly across the Suffolk sky. Both Sgt. G.A. 
Barrett and and patrol officer H J. Wright say they saw a 
brightly lighted, large, box-shaped object approximately 
800 to 1JOO feet from the ground. Taken by surprise, the 
men say they still are curious to know what they saw that 
morning. Tim calls concerning the lights came into the 
station from private citizens. 

Portsmouth police say they have had similar instances 
concerning encointers with lights. Gary Smith, public 


information officer, said the department has had some 
unconfirmed sightings within the past couple weeks. One 
sighting came from policemen within the departinent, 
and one sighting came from a policeman’s wife. “We had 
a few others reported by citizens," he said. 

While Smith said he personally believes in the 
possibility of UFO’s, he thinks these recent spottings may 
have something to do with the Planet Venus being in the 
western sky. “Venus is quite bright right now," he ex¬ 
plained. 

Whatever it is p^le are seeing in the Tidewater sky is 
still a puzzle. The Federal Aviation Administration had 
not had any reported sightings of unusual objects in the 
sky as of Friday morning. Both the Suffolk and the 
Chesapeake-Portsmouth Airports say they haven’t seen 
or heard of anything out of the ordinary. 

And as for the Goodyear blimp being in the area? A 
spokesperson for Mickey Kramer’s Goodyear Tire 
Company in Norfolk said the blimp has definitely not been 
in the area anytime lately. “And if the blimp was in the 
area. Mr. Kramer would definitely know atout it," she 
said. 
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Woman says she saw object in western sky 


A woman who lives near the 
North Rim addition of Redmond 
said she watched a bright light in 
the western sky the same night 
that Don and Edith Winters 
claimed they saw an unidentified 
flying object. 

The woman, who asked to re¬ 


main anonymous, contacted The 
Spokesman after she read the 
Winters’ account in the Feb. 13 
paper. 

Winters said he saw an object 
overhead while he was standing 
in his back yard at about 9:30 
p.m. on Feb. 5. His wife reported 


watching it from a window. The 
couple lives at 8367 S. Highway 
97. 

Winters said the object 
"looked like a big wheel that had 
a stripe down the center of it that 
wiggled back and forth with lots 
of colors coming from it.” 

The couple said they watched 
the "drifting” bright object until 
it disappeared in the west -near 
the Three Sisters. 

The North Redmond woman 
said she spotted an object to the 
west about 8:20 p.m. on Feb. 5. 

She said the bottom part was 
pinkish-red and the upper part 
was yellow, but at times it ap¬ 
peared the whole thing was blue. 

“It wasn't an airplane and it 
wasn't a star. It was a brighter 
light than normal," she said. "I 
watched it with my binoculars. It 


got fainter and then it got 
brighter. 

“I called my kids to the win¬ 
dow to watch it and when I looked 
up again it was gone." 

She said the object went out 
of sight south of Black Butte. 

“I knew it was a UFO.” she 
said. “There was no question in 
my mind.

Since Dec, 5 there have 
been dozens of sightings 
of strange lights over 
Ansted, Are the objects 
craft from outer space or 
common airplanes?

/I merchant Norma White now tells UFX) Burgers and Space Dogs 
^ ^ The new sandwiches were prompted by numerous sightings of what 
Ansted residents say are tmidentified flying objects. They say the objects re> 
semble a large mother ship and many smaller scout craft 

The rash of sightings in this Fayette County community began Dec S and 
has continued into the new year, wtth the most recent occurring about a weeK 
ago The t/FOs have beconne the talk of the town 

Interested residents contacted the 
National Cnquii;er..a weekly tabloid, 
sold in grocery stores, and the paper 
sent a reporter to Ansted. Following an 
Enquirer story, the Charleston Daily 
Mail and then the Beckley Post-Herald 
printed stories on the mysterious hap- 
pening.s. City Police Chief Jim Hall said 
he has also been contacted by several 
radio and TV reporters. 

But Hall says the story has become 
exaggerated in the telling. Although he 
has received 50 to 75 reports of uniden¬ 
tified craft recent news reports placed 
the amount at more than 200. 

And Hall said most of the sightings reported by sky watchers occurred m 
the direction of two especially bright stars which can usually be seen over 
Afisted. 

The UFO flap appears to have originated with Mrs. White, owner of a car¬ 
ry-out sandwich shop on the outskirts of town. 

Mrs. White said her children first spotted an object the night of Dec. 5 in 
the sky iwrUieast of the Sandwich Hut. ‘They said. 'Mama, there's a UFO^l 
here.’ I went out and kx>ked and told them it was a star 

"I had to go back inside to make a sandwich, but after a while I beard the 
kids start screaming that it was moving. 1 went back outside and it had 
moved almost right above the shop. 

‘"You could see lights on it mostly a white light. When the lights went off 
you could see that it was Y-shaped, with a bunch of red lights and a green 
glow. 

"AD of a sudden it started shooting off things. It shot off a total of 12 red 
objects, then it disappeared. They were zig-xagging back and forth across the 
sky. That's when 1 got scared and called the police." 


Bin. White said another bright object appeared to the west of Ansted later 
on and shot off six more red objects. ‘There were 18 of them all together 
They flew down, like they were going into the woods. You'd see them come 
together, then break apart" 

Her hasband. Bob, said a white object later returned and seemed to pick up 
the red objects. He said he was trying to photograph the craft with his wife's 
Instamatjc when it "shot straight up and disappeared." 

SINCE THAT NIGHT the Whites have spotted objects in the sky numerois 
limes. Most of the objects are small, like the scout craft they first spotted 
Bob says some are yellow instead of red. 

"One night I saw one that looked like it was partitioned," he said. "When 1 
looked at it through the binoculars it had a green glow like the whole inside 
was lit up with instruments. I followed it from one side of the sky clear over 
to the other side. Then I had to go make a sandwich " 

Mrs. White says she has been a sky watcher for a long time, and remem¬ 
bers seeing UFOs in Summersvtlle in 1953 and in Delaware in 1959. She has 
passed along her recent experience with the objects to many of the people 
who stop by the sandwich shop, and told them to be on the lookout, too. 

Judi Carmichael, who used to work part-time at the sandwich shop, said 
she saw a glowing object in the western sky after Mrs. White told her to 
watch for it "Even with the curtains of the mobile honie closed I could see a 
white light” she said. 

"It started changing shape. It was round then it got longer then got round 
again. A few nights later I saw it again, farther away. It had little red lights 
shooting out of it Looking at it with binoculars it looked like a diamond clus¬ 
ter on a lady’s ring. 

"Little things were flying around making little patterns in the sky. We 
could see them coming from the ground and going back up. Then when we 
looked back the bright light was gone." 

Mrs. Carmichael says the bright light comes out every night but ‘‘couldn't 
have been a star or planet because it was too bright" 

JAY DEBORD, science teacher at Ansted Middle Sdiool, said he was at the 
Sandwich Hut one night and saw two yellow objects which were “unidentified 
to me." 

DeBord said be saw them for about five minutes, and said they moved ar¬ 
ound and then disappeared. "They weren't stars and they weren't planes." he 
said. "They locked like they were rising out of the woods and then they were 
gone.” 

At the police department, clerk Mamie Beneventi says she's never seen the 
objects "But these people that have seen them, they're reputable people 
They're not making them up or anything." she says. 

Chief Hall also has never seen the UFOs. "There's so many of them that's 
seen it there must be something to it." he said. "But I think the papers got 
carried away with it. 

"We got two big stars over here One is the evening star, it's west of here 
The other is slightly northeast. It's a big star with a little red star that fol¬ 
lows iL" 

HALL HAS A PICTURE drawn by Robert G. Koch, a resident of the Lov¬ 
ers' Leap section of town. It shows a saucer-shaped object rising and disap¬ 
pearing behind a shining object labeled "evening star." 

Hall doesn’t put much stock in the picture, but he reluctantly related a tale 
that happened on the same December night that Koch drew the picture 

“That night I tried to work the radar up at Lovers' Leap, but 1 couldn't get 
it to work." be said. "I turned it on and it went to 102.1 pushed the clearance 
button and it went to 80. 

"Every time I pushed the clearance button it went 80. 90. or 100.1 figured 
It was broken and went on downtown. But when I got down there it worked. I 
went back up to Lovers' Leap and it was doing the same thing." 

But Hall says the incident might mean nothing, since the radar has mal¬ 
functioned before.

Dan Cohemour. one of Ansted's two police officers, said he went to the 
Sandwich Hut on Dec. 5, when Mrs White first spotted the objects. 

"(Officerl Crosier and I went up there and there were 12 or 15 lights in the 
sky They were white and red strobe lights like you see on an aircraft I said 
then that they were airplanes and I say now that they were airplanes 

"They were in the same area and at the same altitude as planes that nor¬ 
mally fly over here. 

Cohernour was asked if he ever saw the white object, the "mother ship ” 

"No. I haven't," he replied. “I'm like Jiir Hall: I'd like to! 

"What does 'unidentified flying object' mean'’" Cohernour asked “As soon 
as the letters UFO appear everbody says the objects are from outer space 
But aircraft fly at 40.000 or 50.000 feet At that height, you're not gonna hear 
any sound 

“I can't believe we re the only intelligent life in the universe I'd like lo see 
something that I could believe was from outer space "

Couple reports sighting of UFO 
in night sky over S. Highway 97

Don Winters is convinced. 

"I would say it was a flying 
saucer," Winters said after he 
spotted a wheel-like object flying 
over his home at 8367 S. Highway 
97 Thursday night. "It drifted on 
toward the mountains and it 
disappeared like it was going to 
land." 

Winters said he had taken his 
small dog, Lady, for a stroll in the 
back yard after 9:30 p.m. He and 
the dog spotted the object above 
them. 

"It looked like a big wheel 
that was spinning around. It had 
a stripe down the center of it that 
wiggled back and forth with lots 
of colors coming from it (the 
stripe)," he said.. 

The object drifted west 
toward the Three Sisters moun¬ 
tains, Winters said. 

He returned to the house and 
told his wife, Edith, who said she 
watched the object from a win¬ 
dow. 

“1 was fascinated by the col¬ 
ors,” Mrs. Winters said. “It was 
so very beautiful. " 

She concurred with her hus¬ 
band that the colors were coming 
from a wiggling stripe. 

"There were lights coming 
from it — reds, oranges, yellows 
and other colors. It was very 
brilliantly lit up,” she said. 

"That wasn't a plane that I 
saw. I can't tell you what it was. 
Don was excited about it. Even 
my little dog stood out there wat¬ 
ching it. 

"It got smaller as it went 
west," she said. 

The couple said they watched 
the object for about 15 minutes. 

A few of the Winters’ 
neighbors were interviewed Fri¬ 
day by The Spokesman but none 
reported seeing anything unusual 
in the sky. 

A woman who lives across 
Highway 97 and has a living room 
window that faces west said her 
drapes were pulled during the 
time of the reported sighting. 

A neighbor to the south said 
he and his wife were watching 
television Thursday night and 
saw nothing unusual through 
their sliding glass door which 
faces west. 

Dean McKay, owner of the 
Bell Air Motel and Riding Stables 
on Highway 97, said he was in bed 
prior to working the midnight 
shift for the Jefferson County 
Sheriff's Department.

"A drifting 
UFO is a little unusual. Generally 
they will move quite quickly as 
they go.” 

McKay said there have been 
several sightings in the Lake Bil¬ 
ly Chinook area of Jefferson 
County. 

Mike Hammer of the Federal 
Aviation Administration at 
Roberts Field said there were no 
reports of sightings Thursday 
night. 

He was not aware of any low- 
flying aircraft in the area of S. 
Highway 97 at that time. 

The FAA’s weather- 
reporting service reported a 
southwesterly wind of about 5 
mph at 10 p.m. Thursday. 

A spokesman for the UFO 
Reporting Center in Seattle said 
there were no sightings reported 
that night in Central Oregon. 

When given the description 
of the object, the spokesman said 
he had not heard "that kind of 
description for a long, long time.”

And the Deity Collective'con¬ 
trols it all." 


• Pleiadians have warned Earthlings 
through their contact with Meier that the 
Earth's ionosphere, is being destroyed by 
various man-made pollutants. They say 
that if pollution isn’t controlled.the effects 
could be disastrous for us. 


• Pleiadians don’t mind if Eartifflngs 
take pictures of their flying saucers. But 
they prefer not to be photographed in per¬ 
son because, according to Stevens, "they 
sometimes get out and walk the streets" of 
Earth and don’t want to be identified. 


If there is such good evidence that crea¬ 
tures from outer space are visiting Earth, 
then why aren’t government authorities 
and military UFO experts involved in an 
investigation? 

Stevens says various European intelli¬ 
gence agencies are, in fact, investigating 
the strange alleged goings-on in Switzer¬ 
land. The U.S. Air Force also is continuing 
its investigation of UFOs, he says. But he 
maintains such investigations are. fd^ 
most part, secret <^rations and ther^foce 
unknown to the general public. 

Has Stevens, who has been a pilot since 
1941 and who now makes his living writing 
UFO articles for magazines and flying (Mi a 
free-lance basis, ever seen a UFO? 


"No,” he says. "But I’d like to." 


He adds that he believes lots of people 
want to believe in flying saucers. 

"Most people have a will to bffttve now 
because there are. so'many oppressive 
things in their lives... The idea Chataome- 
body else somewhere has solved some of 
these problems is uplifting.’’ 

Stevens says his flying-saucer book is 
available throu^ a Tucson-based UFO 
club known as the Aerial Phenomena Re* 
search Organization and at several Tucson 
book stores.

T ucaoman Wendelle C Stenews be¬ 
lieves in flying saucers. 

He believes flying saucers from 
outer space regularly land on 
earth, and that flying-saucer pilots have 
made contact with human beings. 

He says he believes in these things be¬ 
cause eyewitness reports and photographic 
evidence make it impossible for him not to 
believe in them. 

To present what he considers the most 
impressive evidence of unidentified flying 
objects collected to date, Stevens recmtly 
published a volume of photographs and 
commentary entitled UFO . . . Contact 
p-om the Pleiades. 

The book documents a series of sup¬ 
posed close encounters between a Swiss 
peasant named Eduard Meier and several 
female flying saucer pilots from a f^anet 
located near a far-away group of stars 
known as the Pleiades. 

Stevens, a retired Air Force officer who 
has work^ for 20 years as a free-lance 
UFO researcher, says Meier's first encoun¬ 
ter with Pleiadian saucers took place on 
Jan. 28, 1975, in the Swiss countryside of 
Hinwel. In the five years since then. Meier 
has reported' numerous encounters with 
Pleiadian pilots — including lengthy con¬ 
versations and trips aboard their flying 
saucers. 

Preposterous as this may sound, Stevens 
says photographs of the saucers (some of 
which accompany this article), movie foot¬ 
age. tape recordings, substantiating testi¬ 
mony from other residents of the Hinwel 
area and spacecraft landing tracks have 
convinced him and other researchers that 
"this is a real contact" from outer space. 

Indeed, to those who aren’t inclined to 
believe in flying saucers, the evidence of¬ 
fered by Stevens is almost too good. 

The photographs in the book are as dra¬ 
matic as any UFO pictures ever puUished. 
They clearly depict what could only be fly¬ 
ing saucers hovering over the verdant 
Swiss countryside — unless, of course, the 
photographs somehow were faked. 

Stevois insists, however, that extensive 
photogrammetric analysis and computer 
tests indicate that the photos are authen¬ 
tic. 

"The negatives, tioJisparencies, prints 
and color separations," he says, "were 
carefully examined for photo paste-up. 
models at short range, suspended on a 
string or lossed/propelled into the field of 
view, and improper focus, distance or size 
relationships. Edge enhancement proved 
that there is no string, filament or other 
support bolding the craft. 


form of telepathic communication. That is, 
Meier merely acted on an unexplained urge 
to go to a place where a flying saucer sub¬ 
sequently appeared. 


Further encounters supposedly were ini¬ 
tiated in a similar manner. And, as skeptics 
might have guessed, the Pleiadians have 
taken care to initiate encounters only at 
times when Meier can get away to meet 
with them privately. 


Therefore, although some other Swiss 
"witnesses" claim to have seen the flying 
saucers, Stevdfls says-Meier is the only per¬ 
son with whom the Pleiadians have am- 
municated extensively. 

What have these so-called Pleiadians al- 
l^edly told Meier? 


Plenty, according to Stevens. 

Stevens says the Pleiadians, in personal 
conversations with Meier (using his Ger¬ 
manic dialect) and through telepathic com¬ 
munication, have passed on a wealth of in¬ 
formation and knowledge ~ ranging from 
data about their home planet to survival 
tips for Earthlings. 


Meier, of course, has transcribed all this 
information as best he can. And Stevens 
says some of it will be made puUic in forth¬ 
coming books. 


Here, according to Stevens, are some of 
the things Meier claims to have learned 
about his friends from outer ^ce: 


• Pleiadians look very much like human 
beings. Most of Meier’s contacts have been 
with a Pleiadian woman known as Semjase, 
who is described as “app^ring to be like a 
small Nordic girl with fine features, eyes 
that are slightly slanted but not Oriental, a 
slender figure, slender hands, skin that is 
very d4^cate and whiter than ours, thin 
lips, small straight white teeth and ear 
shells that are set slightly lower than ours 
and blend right into the neck." 


• Semjase frequently is accompanied by 
two other spacepersons known as Nera and 
Pleya. They e^lained that they were ^ 
lected for missions to Earth because plua- 
dian research shows Earthlings are 1^ 
threatened by women than men. 


• The Pleiadians come from a pl^et 
known as Erra. The terrain of Erra is rug¬ 
ged — similq^ to that of the Alps — and the 
atmosphere is approximately the same of 
that at an altitude of 7.000 feet on Earth. 


• Pleiadian lifespan is from 800 to 1,000 
years. 


• Pleiadians^cruiK around Eajth in sev¬ 
eral different fl^iig »ucer models, ranging 
in size from 21 feet in diameter to 63 feet in 
diametec. 


"Close-up examination of the era 
edges and those of other reference objects 
in the photographs," he continues, "always 
showed that the focus, distance and size 
relationships are pn^r, elimingting the 
possibility of small models at short range 
and paste-up techniques." 


Stevens adds that Meier, who is now 42, 
is a ‘‘farmer with only a sixth-grade educa¬ 
tion, the poorest of the poor who lives in a 
one-room house and rides around on a 
moped." Such an individual, Stevens says, 
probably wouldn't have the knowledge or 
technical capability to perpetrate an in¬ 
volved UFO hoax even if he wanted to. 

Stevens. 56, acknowledges that the story 
of Meier’s encounters at first struck him as 
bizarre and far-fetched. But he says he was 
so intrigued by the photographs that he 
went (0 live with Meier in hopes of deter¬ 
mining just what was truth and what was 
tail tale. 

After spending a total of 11 weeks in 
Swiuerland with Meier, Stevens no longer 
had doubts. 

"He had two contacts (with the Pleia¬ 
dians) while I was there," Stevens recalls, 
"but I didn’t make either one of them. At 
the lime of one of the contacts, I was in 
town. And the other time I was a few steps 
behind him and wasn’t with him when they 
picked him up. 

"He went out through the door of a shed 
... and by the time I got there, there were 
just three footprints in the mud and (hen 
nothing." It appeared, Stevens says, tlui 
Meier simply had vanished after walking 
out the door of the shed. "When we got a 
cal) to go pick him up, he was 18 kilometers 
away." 

According to Stevens, there was no way 
Meier could have gotten into a vehicle such 
as a car without Stevens spotting him. And 
although it was a rainy day. "his boots 
were not muddy and his jacket and hair 
were dry when we fMcked him up. 

"I had to believe that he had been 
picked up (by a spacecraft) even though I 
didn’t see a damn thing," Stevens says. 

He says extensive personal interviews 
with Meier have reinforced his belief that 
visitors from deep shace have — for what¬ 
ever reasons — seleced Meier as a suitable 
earthly contact, but that they seem disin¬ 
clined to meet and chat with just any 
human being. Numerous individuals, in¬ 
cluding Stevens, have volunteered to join 
the farmer in his meetings with the Pleia¬ 
dians. but the Pleiadians always seem to 
thwart such group get-togethers. 

How? 

According to Stevens’ account of Meiers 
explanation, the Pleiadians first made con- 
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slty. For a number of years, Salisbury 
had been into UFO study and has 
published a book on the sub^t, "The 
Utah UFO Display,” which is now out 
of print. He was in Spain this past year 
serving on a panel with other UFO 
experts. The past four years or so, 
however, he has gotten away from it 
somewhat, although the possibility of a 
local sighting rekindled his interest. 

"Most sightings of UFO's can be 
explained,” he said. "Right now the 
planets of Jupiter and Mars put on a 
very spectacular show in the east. The 
planet Venus in the west is at its 
maximum elongation and brilliance of 
its cycle for the next two years. 

"However, the movement described 
by the witnesses does not match the 
b^avior of the planets in questions 
and the time span of 10 or 15 minutes 
eliminates the possibility of a meteor¬ 
ite, which would only last for 15 
seconds or so for an extremely large 
one." 

A central agency is in existence in 
Evanston, III., known as the Center for 
UFO Study. According to Salisbury, 
the "geru” of UFO's. Dr. J. Allen 
Hynek is its director. Located at 
Northwestern University, the organi¬ 
zation maintains a toll-free telephone 
number for reporting UFO’s. All law 
enforcement agencies are in posses¬ 
sion of the number. 

Meeting Arranged with Witnesses 

A meeting was arranged in which 
some of the witnesses of the event 
were to meet with Dr. Salisbury to 
explain what they saw in order to 
obtain the opinion of someone in a 
position to Judge the authenticity of the 
sighting. 

At 9:30 a m. on Saturday, Feb. 16, 
Kim and Mario Lamb. Gail Dailey. 
Jerry and Dallas Allen and The Citizen 
met with Salisbury for a session 
preserved on tape. Salisbury inter¬ 
viewed each witness Individually in his 
office and then met with them all 
collectively In a large room on the 
third floor of the Ag. Science building 
on the USU campus adjacent to his 
office. He then explained what he 
believe the apparition to be. 

"The fact that all of you saw it is 
very intereting. Mrs. Dailey saw it in 
the northwest and the Lambs saw it in 
the northeast which really put it there 
between you. This means that it was 
probably pretty close, within three or 
four blocks or so. Therefore, it was not 
huge but fairly small. It looked large 
compared to the stars and moon but 
being that close it could have been the 
size of an amateur hot-air gas bag. 
which from what you have all describ¬ 
ed is what it sounds like you saw," 
Salisbury deducted 

Quite Impressive 

"A lady who was my secretary back 
in Wheatland, Maryland, while 1 was 
finishing my UFO book really wanted 
to see a UFO. She came in and told me 
one day how she had had this beautiful 
sighting, a real good one. She told me 
how she had seen It from one side of 
the school yard and then drove around 
to the other side and saw it again, this 
time right over the school. 1 went back 


that night, all excited and waiting for a 
UFO to show up again. I was going to 
knock on doors and ask if they’d had 
any radio interference and see H 
anyone else had seen it," Salisbury 
said "Well, there was a bunch of hi^ 
•chool kids there lending up thcM 
hot-air gas bags. 1 tmmemately said, 
’What were you fellows doing last 
night?’ and they replied, ‘We were 
sending up these same hot-air gai 
bags.’ Well, that’s what it was and J 
must say they are quite impressive. 
However, they are dangerous as can 
be!” 

Salisbury refused to explain exactly 
how they are made but there is no way 
to control them and they could present 
a very serious fire hazard were they to 
descend into a home, hay stack or 
other building. In the summer the 
danger is even more severe. 

Description Fits 

"The flame that you described fits 
perfectly," he told the group. "The teg 
is lit up by the flame so the round, top 
part is sharp. I suppose the red line 
Mrs Dailey describe like an electric 
stove element could have been a 
reflection on the plastic.

Until physical evidence of the alleg¬ 
ed UFO is found or someone admits to 
sending up a hot-air gas teg, Salisbury 
said a definite conclusion cannot be 
reached but qualified his conclusion 
that nothing described eliminated the 
possibility that a balloon was what 
everyone saw. 

"The teg could have reached an 
inversion of the air currents causing 
the square maneuver described. The 
one my secretary saw rose straight up 
above the school and then hit an air 
current that made it move off rather 
quickly, like a UFO," he laughed. "She 
thought that it had moved IS or 20 
miles down the road in 30 seconds, but 
it was just an illusion as she didn’t the

"I suspect that the culprit lives 
somewhere betwen you, somewhere on 
the north fringes of Hyde Park!" 

Salisbury does not totally discount 
the existence of UFO’s, only that, this 
particular sighting probably falls Into 
the large percentage of olmrvations 
that can be explained. 

"I have interviewed several people 
down in the Uinta Basin and what they 
saw I cannot explain in any way," 
Salisbury related. "They describe 
things that would come within 50 feet 
of their car, fill the entire windshield 

and be as big as a church_What 

they saw was a Close Encounter of the 
first kind. I’m not just a skeptic but the 
only thing you can do in a case like this 
is to see if you can understand it. I’d 
sure look for someone who was launch¬ 
ing hot-air gas tegs!"

The UFO travelled past the Bluff area, so the officers pur¬ 
sued. but by the lime they got to the Gladstone Sports Perk, 
Mariin said, they could hardly see it. They did have the UFO 
under observation until nearly 2 p.m. when it took gff in a 
westerly direction. 

“I'm not a science fiction fan,’’ Hager told the Reporter this 
morning, “and I didn’t believe in such things, but I can’t deny 
what I saw.” 

Marlin and Hager were in radio contact the entire time with 
Delta County Sheriff's Department deputies Max Steicheri 
and Dave Huckstep who had also been sent to check the 
sighting.

Though There’s No Trace.... 

Hunt for Spaceman’s Body 


AURORA, Texas (NBA) — 
There's almost nothing to do in 
this north Texas farm commun¬ 
ity. The nearest city is Dallas, 
45 miles to the East, and the 
nearest beach is on the Gulf 
Coast, down towards Mexico 
The only business in town is a 
service station — and it's not 
open much anymore. 

Yet each summer, when 
Americans are touched by warm 
weather wanderlust, hundreds of 
tourists motor into Aurora. They 
bring their sun glasses, their 
cameras and their walking 
shorts, and they stay for a few 
hours, or a few days, prowling 
roads and observing natives as 
if it were Tampico. 

They aren't looking for a good 
time, however. 

They are looking for the man 
from outer space. 

The tourists in Aurora are 
UFO watchers. They believe this 
wide spot in the road is a shrine 
to their convictions. Many years 
ago, they say a great space ship 
fell from the sky and crashed 
here: the pilot of the craft was 
supposed to have been killed and 
then buried for the ages in this 
place. 

The tourists, then, come to fihd 
the body, or what's left of it. They 
search the reported crash site, 
on a hill behind the gas station, 
and they.study the grave mar¬ 
kers at Aurora’s small cemet¬ 
ery. If even a bit of bone can be 
found, they say, it will change the 
course of human thought. 

A bit of bone? Most locals 
snicker up their sieeves at the 
visitors. The opinion among 
townsfolk is that the story of the 
dead spaceman is i hoax. At the 
same time, residents admit the 
hoax is founded on a vague fact; 
records indicate that something 
of this sort may indeed have hap¬ 
pened here. 

The year was 1897. And though 
the first flight of the Wright 
brothers was still eight years 
away, people across America 
were sighting propelled objects 
in the sky. For example, several 
Texans reported seeing a cigar¬ 
shaped vehicle, lighter than air, 
cruising low over cowboy coun¬ 
try. 

No one in Aurora paid atten¬ 
tion to the sighting reports. This 
was a bustling region at the time, 
growing with the nation, and 
there was little pause for non¬ 
sense. Then, on April 9 of that 
year, reportedly at 6 a.m., a UFO 
allegedly slipped from the 
hea vena and exploded in the mid¬ 
dle of town. 

Tha record of the occasion was 
compiled by a Dallas newspapier 
correspondent named F.E. 
Hayden. He apparently got most 
of his information from Aurora 
resident T.J. Weems. The latter 
told the former that the crash 
was observed and verified by 
numerous early risers in the 


community. 

Hayden wrote that the UFO 
was a space craft, and smashed 
into property belonging to J.S. 
Proctor, a judge. He quoted 
Weems as saying the explosion 
lit up the morning sky, and left 
debris over three acres. Weems 
added there was a body among 
the debris, and it was "not...of 
this world." 

The body was thought to be the 
ship's pilot. It was identified as 
being dressed in a blue uniform, 
not unlike a sailor suit. Weems 
told Hayden the corpse was 
badly mangled, but. happily, 
"The men of the community 
gathered it up. and it was given 
a Christian burial in the Aurora 
cemetery." 

The grave is said to have been 
small and round. It is also said 
to have been distinguished with 
a hand-made stone which was 
inscribed with a drawing of a 
cigarshaped object. Aurora resi¬ 
dents say the marker was not 
really handmade, and that the 
inscription closely resembled 
the scrape of a plow. 

The residents concede the 
crash of 1897 probably occurred. 
But that's as much credence as 
they'll allow the story of the dead 
spaceman. They believe the 
town was hit by a meteorite, and 
Weems and Hayden embellished 
the moment: they say Hayden 


was a wellknown writer of satiri¬ 
cal fiction. 

This local opinion was bul¬ 
warked a few years ago by Dr. 
Alfred Krause, a Texas 
researcher: he dug at the crash 
site and found nothing more 
extraterrestrial than a 1922 
license plate. As for the 
spaceman's grave, it's "offi¬ 
cially" occupied by an itinerant 
named Carr who died of yellow 
fever. 

True believers have their own 
side of it. of course. For one 
thing, some visitors have 
reported finding "odd metals" at 
the crash site. One pieceof metal 
was aluminum, and the oddity is 
that it was said to be buried too 
deeply to be of modern origin. 
Aluminum was not in common 
use in 1897. 

Additionally, the spaceman 
theory is supported by the only 
man in Aurora who personally 
remembers the crash. Charles 
Stevens was just a child then, but 
he says his father saw something 
fall into Judge Proctor's proper¬ 
ty: and, he adds, "There might 
have been two of three space¬ 
men, I don't know." 

No one knows. And it's unlikely 
that anyone ever will. 'The 
jspaceman's gravestone was sto¬ 
len years ago, and the grave 
'itself has been erroded and lost. 
Rest in peace, whoever you are.

On the radar, the target moved about four miles in 
two sweeps of the radar scanner. Morris said. Th^t 
would translate into a velocity of about 1,500 miles per 
hour if it were an airplane, he said, two to three times 
faster than the signal of a Boeing 747. 

“It moved west, just north of lumper Island/' h* 
said. The radar screen showed small or faint objects, 
simil.'rr to three small aircrafts^ joining a larger, 
brighter object and then breaking into four objects. 
Morris said. 

Within minutes, the three small blips separated 
and moved east about one mile before disappearing, 
Morris said. 

Morris and Kernan said aircraft were not scheduled 
to be in the area and the radar tracings moved too fast 
to be birds. 

Morns said the radar signal left a faint shadow 
similar to trails left by airplanes. Morris said. 

Colchester and Burlington police and an nmatci: 
astronomer in Essex Junction reported watching tiie 
lights. 

Colchester Patrolman Robert Stebbins said he saw 
a “strange series of flashing lights," purple and tur¬ 
quoise in color, through a pair of binoculars. 

"1 was surprised. I never saw anything like it 
before." said Stebbins. who said he first saw the lights 
from Church Road.

Billups, an air.ateur astronomer since age U, said 
the object was triangular in shape and flashed a 
sequence of colors, "green to blue to red with a bright 
yellow core. 

At first, the object hovered over Malletts Bay. 
Billups said. 

"It was not a star. It wa.s not a pianist," .said Billup'- 
When it starte*.! moving north, it took on the shape of a 
cigar. Billups said 'The colors changed faste. as 
moved faster." 

Billups said his wife first spotted the lights. “It was 
10 p.m.

"Accompanied by the kids and with 
torch m hand, I went downstairs to see 
what had happened. As soon as I 
opened the door the dogs raced inside 
and sat down shivering and shaking. 
One of the dogs is a huge Great Dane 
that is not easily intimidated.'* 

Daryl continued: "I went around to 
one side of the house but could find no 
sign of damage. As I was coming back, 
however, loud creaking and cracking 
noises were plainly audible from the 
cypress pine that stands close to one 
side of the house. 

•*I sent the kids inside and then went 
over to investigate with the torch.** 
Daryl shone his torch up into the huge 
tree and was more than a little sur¬ 
prised at what he saw. 

There, about 30 m above the ground, 
was a large, long yellow object caught 
in the tree. 

*‘I reckon it was about 8 m in 
length/’ Daryl said, “and it looked 
very much like the hull of a boat. It 
was not making any noise nor did 
it appear to be moving though the 
branches were creaking under its 
weight. 

“I raced inside and immediately 
phoned the police and though I wasn’t 
really terrified. I decided to play it safe 
and stay there until they arrived. 
However, when the police phoned 
back to say they couldn't find the 
place. I went up to the front gate to 
show them the way down.” 

When the police arrived they im¬ 
mediately played spotlights on to the 
tree but to Daryl’s surprise the yellow 
object had vanished. 

All that remained was a scene of 
destruction. After searching for about 
an hour without success the police left 
leaving Daryl wondering just what he 
had seen. 

The next day the Glenalta Stud was 
a hive of activity as the media and 
members of UFO organisations ar¬ 
rived to view the damage and hear 
Daryl’s account of the night’s 
proceedings. 

Tests with a geiger counter revealed 
no abnormal radiation but an infi^-red 
detector showed that the tree was 
exuding large amounts of infra-red 
heat compared with the surrounding 
area. 

Two members of UFO Research 
(SA). Horrie Aspinall and Dean Piove- 
san. si^nt much of the following day 
precariously perched high up in the 
tree taking photos of t^e damage and 
samples of the bark. 

They found that a very large 
branch over a metre in circumfer¬ 
ence had been smashed and had 
probably caused the majority of 
the damage. The branch was com¬ 
pletely healthy and, as there had 
been no wind that night, it seemed 
unlikely that it could have broken 
of its own accord. 

There were a few other Interesting 
occurrences that seemed to add to the 
mystery. All of the horses’ manure in 
the stable the following morning was 
an unusual black color — it is always 
golden brown. One of the rugs on a 
horse in the paddock had been un¬ 
buckled and placed by the gate by 
someone or something. 

Another interesting feature is that 
amateur radio operators in the 
Adelaide area reported a blackout of 
transmissions on that particular 
night. 

It seemed remarkably similar to an 
incident at Meadows in June, 1966. 
when 25 branches high in a pine tree 
were smashed for no apparent reason.

Daryl said. *’I have never given any 
great credence to all of the stories you 
hear about UFOs.” 

However, events on a recent night 
when he himself experienced what 
could only be called a rather strange 
encounter of the second kind, has 
caused Daryl to have second thoughts. 

Not being a great believer myself in 
UFOs. I drove to the property to see 
the damage that had been reportedly 
caused by a UFO and to talk to Daryl, 
a horse stud hand, who saw it all. 

The stud certainly seemed a pleas¬ 
ant enough place for visitors from afar 
to^get a glimpse of our planet. Magnifi¬ 
cent thoroughbreds romped around 
enclosures dotted with stately gums. 
A winding road led down to the 
stud homestead surrounded by a 
number of large trees. The largest 
of the trees was a huge 70 m 
cypress pine over 120 years old and 
it was here that whatever it was 
chose to come to rest. 

Damage to the tree was extensive and 
immediately obvious as were two UFO 
researchers dangerously perched high 
up Th the tree, taking photos of the 
darnage and samples of the bark. 

A large section of the tree about 30 
m above the ground had been devas¬ 
tated and a huge hole gouged out 
Branches, as large as a metre in 
circumference, had been shattered 
seemingly by a very powerful impact 
Daryl Browne was engaged in his 
stud duties — a little over awed by the 
media coverage but happy to talk 
about what he had seeh. 

"It was about 9.45 on Thursday 
night." Daryl said, “f u;as lying on a 
bed in one of the secotid storey 
rooms watching television with the 
children when the two dogs outside 
started to howl in a quite eerie 
fashion. It was a sound / had never 
heard from them before. 

"Less than a minute later there was a 
tremendous crashing noise and I 
thought a tree had fallen on the house. 
This seemed rather strange as there 
was no wind that night. I raced to the 
window and looked out but could see 
nothing in the darkness. 


All that aside, things do happen 
that defy a simple answer and 
bring up that oft-repeated quest¬ 
ion: “Has our earth been visited 
by some extra-terrestrial craft?" 
Daryl Browne. 21. is a young man who 
works at the Glenalta Stud in a very 
picturesque setting at Stirling, about 
30 km out of Adelaide (SA).

M ystery in night-lights 



On December 20, 1979, a man 
and his wife took a stroll along 
the beach at Napier’s Marine 
Parade. 

It was a bcauliful star-studded evening, 
with the delightfully warm temperature 
of 29-C. 

There was no wind and the couple took 
a seat to look out over the bay. 

Suddenly, a moving light caught their 
attention. 

High in the sky it at first looked like 
a satellite moving south. 

Surprisingly, though, it then turned 
north and began to fall downwards 
erratically. 

This IS known to UFO experts as a 
falling leaf motion as the object descends 
rocking from side to side, much as a leaf 
drops slowly from a tree. 

It has been seen in hundreds of UFO 
sightings — although generally in the 
daylight. 

This fall made the witnesses think they 
were seeing a meteor. 

.\s they watched it fall, they saw the 
light wink out Then, at a point just below 
where the light had gone out, something 
strange happened. 

The next happenings described occurred 
Within 15 seconds but the full sequence is 
clear in the minds of the witnesses. 

A silvery-orange ball-shaped object 
appeared out of nowhere, made a 
half-circle to the east, straightened and 


then shot off at high speed to the south, 
across the bay.

No sound was heard. 

The witnesses thought that the lights 
were self-iHuminated and not reflecting 
any natural or man-made ligtil-source and 
thought that they were objects rather than 
simple lights as their actions were "too 
well-disciplined” 

The sighting occurred at 10.15pm and 


unfortunately no other witnesses have 
been traced. 

If you saw this event — or know anyone 
who did — I would be very interested 
indeed to hear from you as it may shed 
some light on the report. 

A full investigation was undertaken by 
the New Zealand UFO Studies Centre, 
represented in this instance by Dr Jan 
Feike de Bock, NUSC’s director 

Ur de Bock concludes that this report 
must be filed as "undentified" — 
UFO. 

He comments that the sighting is fairly 
typical of a nocturnal light sighting. 

Thi.s is a term used by Ufologists to 
de.scribe UFO sightings at night at a 
distance of over 250m. 

The sighting is similar to many classic 
nocturnal light sightings from around the 
world. 

Nocturnal lights are by far the largest 
category of unidentified cases but. 
unfortunately, generally suffer from a 
lack of information. 

Darkness makes it difficult to observe 
such facts as speed, distance, size and 
shape accurately. 

Dr de Bock and 1 fee! confident in 
terming this case unidentified because of 
the relatively unusual characteristics of 
the case - two separate speeding objects 
showing very similar actions — and the 
wealth of similar cases internationally 
over the past 30 or more years.

They hurry back at nearly 4:00 a.m.3 

04:15 hours. CTrillo and Abad say good-bye outside the former's house, and

Jeweler Abad, while walking, looks up and sees, in the sky, a 
light ascending and descending at a dizzying speed. At first, he thinks of a 
helicopter or a small commercial plane in trouble; he does not give a great deal 
of importance to the event.

■The lower part seemed of a material similar to styrofoam but more consistent 
and resistant to fire. It was placed over a flame and nothing happened", 
they say. 

All these verifications were made by the people priir to the appearance of 
the police, which sent the strange object by plane to Brazilla. Since then 
no information was released. According to neighbors a similar one was 
found a short time ago.

UFO investigators studying phenomena occurred in the Gral.Cempos zone have 
just recsiveti the report from the laboratory of the Circle of Scientific 
Spcce Research of Mendoza, CICE, the analysis performed by the chemist 
of that center, Daniel R. Rojo, of earth semples collected at the Los Lau- 
ralss ranch in Gral.Csmpos. 

Thsy ware sent by Hrs.Allcla Maciel de Horrisberger, a residant of Posedas

appeared a circle of burned graee and earth, grass and fungus eamples were 
obtained where it was observed that the grass grew stronger end darker, 
which ware sent to said lab for taste.

Phosphorus radiations? Ths radioactive test was negative. Earth eamples 
from different parte of the circle were exposed to block and white sensitive 
photographic plates for 3h 22' with the above results. 

However, the researcher does not exclude the poeeibillty that the Increased 
growth of the grass in the erea of the unexpected circle, may have been 
produced by radlatione with a short period of aemi disintegration and which 
wea not detected by the plates due to the time elapsed (one month). Thie 
radletign mey be caused by a certain type of redioiaotopes, for instance 
Phoephorua 32 (P32) that the chemist believes may have caused genetic 
■utatlone on the plants. 


i Rome (ANSA) - Scarcely after having been disclosed owing to a decision of 
j the Italian Major State of Defense, the "UFO Report" is already the subject 
I of a controversy. In fact, it waa verified due to Implicit etatemente of 
j the same superior connanda of the Ministry, that the documentation pu- 
I bllahed Is incomplete. 

Ih other words, there would exist a part of the material referred to 
phenomena more inexplicable than others, that will remain secret.

95 % of testimonies, photogrepha and reports within Blue Book Project wee 
disclosed to the public, the others^ remaining eecret "far security 
I reasons* (This la the American thesis) or to continue studying the 
1 different ceaes, according to the Italian and French theaia. 

Horeovar, the creation of an experts commtBlon from the National Council 
iif Investigations is being considered In Italy, to be dedicated exclusive¬ 
ly to UFQ study. 

Although the Itallen Air Force hea been interested in UFQ sightings made 
by pilots in flight or control towers or radar since 196^, ceeee disclosed 
these daye are five, all of 1977. 

Thera la a sixth one, of 1976, of which six pilots were elmultaneous 
witnesees, two of them military Jet pilots and four civilian, but only 
the conversation of one of the pilots with the Milan control tower 
was disclosed. 

The first time a UFO was seen in Italy was 2/23/77 when a pilot on board 
a supersonic Jet fighter observed a "round object" at an altitude of 
2,100 meters to the left of hie plena. The object gave out e light and 
' accompanied the plane for 23 minutes, then overpassed it in almost one 
kilometer, even showing up on the radar screen. Being authorized to 
Intercept it, the pilot followed it but the object kept an even distance 
changing its altitude and spaed (always being followed on radar). 

In Noplea, on 6/^/77, pllce phoned the airport's control tower to enquire 
about "two white circular, intensely luminous shapes”, hovering over te 
city. The control tower,also observed the two lights for one hour ^5 
minutes, and took several photographs. However, the Air Force did not 
I authorize the possible interception of the two objects. 

In Cagliari, reports about a very pocullar UFO were made by two fiffi- cara 
and tally perfectly. On October 25th during a group of helicopters' 
nocturnal maneuvers, an orange "disc” started to fly around the military 
vehicloe performing veritable acrobatics. The mysterious object also 
matched its speed with that of the helicopters (some 300 kph) end then 
left st supersonic speed. Always in Cagliari, two employase of the 
control tower end six officers eaw the same object (or one similar) ten 
days later, which, among other things, after some acrobatics, loft vertical¬ 
ly end at great speed. 

The last event reported occurred in Pj^ea where en object in the shape of a 
star and with faat color changes frevn violet to yellow and gree, remained 
for two hours and 5 minutes on the airport's radar screen. The radar 
operator focused on it eftar another nearby radar had detected the objeqfa 
preaance. 

Many of these cesea are accompanied by photographs, some dlacloaad by the 
Ministry of Defense. Others only have the drawings made by the pilots in 
the offlclel reports. Anyhow, although the Ministry clBlaad that the 
reports "are of no military interest" (thus their being published), it 
also stated that they concern "phenomena duly checked, verified, 
authentic and apparently inexplicable".

(The title to the drawing says: This is how our designed imagined the 
event experienced by the Martinez family near El t-iSdano) 

A rarely seen spectsbla occurred In El M^dano, 35 km fran San Martin. 

The phenomenon, which would have the charecteristica of a UFO sighting, 
was observed by Dr. Guillermo Edmundo Mertinez and hlc wife Belkie Nldla 
Irusta, who with their three small children traveled from C6rdoba province 
to our city.

A Monster Maven Searches for the Mokele-Mbembe 


Dr. Roy P. Mackal, one of the scien¬ 
tists who has devoted years to the 
search for the Loch Ness monster, is at 
it again. 

The University of Chicago biochem¬ 
ist has recently returned from a month¬ 
long expedition in the Congo River 
basin in February where he and a 
zoologist colleague, James H. Powell 
Jr.p pursued reports of aiwther possibly 
legendary animal, the dragon-like mo- 
kele-mbembe. 

They initiated the investigation on 
the strength of reports that two of the 
creatures had entered Lake Tele in 1959 


in what is now the People’s Republic of 
the Congo. Now, after turning up what 
they said were eyewitness reports as 
recently as last year, they conclude 
that ’’the mokele-mbembe is a real ani¬ 
mal, not a myth" and a promising tar¬ 
get for further search. 

What motivates the 54-year-old 
scientist’s quest for such maybe-fic- 
tional beings? "I’m interested in solv¬ 
ing zoological mysteries," said Dr. 
Mackal. who was scientific director of 
the World Book expedition in search of 
Nessle. "We’re all children to a point.

Birds of a feather 
all died together

DUNCANVILLE — What caused 
more than 100 birds to drop dead and 
tumble from the sky like so many 
black snowballs? 

The theories were many Wednes¬ 
day — poison gas. a noxious chemi¬ 
cal, an agricultural insecticide — but 
the fact is no one had a definitive ex¬ 
planation. 

"It's not that big a deal." said Dun¬ 
canville veterinarian Phil Woodall, 
who examined several of the birds 
but could not determine the cause of 
death. 

"I would assume the whole thing 
has been dropped." 

"We've looked into the matter 
and, unfortunately, we re stymied," 
said Roger Meacham. a spokesman 
for the U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency." 

Meacham noted a majority of the 
dead birds were collected in sacks 
and destroyed by the Duncanville Po¬ 
lice Department. He said it was "logi¬ 
cal" for health reasons to destroy the 
birds, but, without the corpus delicti, 
a thorough investigation is not possi¬ 
ble. 

"It's a very strange occurrence," 
he said. "Even if we had a bird to 
work with, we might not be able to 
(determine the cause of death). 

"But chances are we probably 
could trace it to something." 

George Bullock, general curator 
of the Dallas Zoo, said be only could 



guess as to why the birds suddenly 
dropped dead. 

"It's hard for me to visualize 100 
birds falling at once," he said, point¬ 
ing out that if the birds had eaten 
something poisonous it's still not 
likely they all would have died simul¬ 
taneously. 

"Unless it was some type of poison¬ 
ous gas, or something they flew 
through, I just don't know," he said. 

Dr. Keith Arnold, a professor at 
Texas A&M whose specialty is or¬ 
nithology. theorized that a noxious 
chemical — perhaps from an indus¬ 
trial area — might have cau.sed the 
mass demise. And Irving veterinar¬ 
ian Dr. Eric Inman, who frequently 
treats birds, said that if the birds 
were eating grain contaminated with 
insecticide, then were frightened 
and took off as a group, they might 
have been affected at about the same 
time 

The 100 or so starlings, which 
"looked like snowballs in black," all 
fell from the sky in less than a min¬ 
ute about 5 p.m. Monday, said Bern¬ 
ice Russell, front desk clerk at the 
Holiday Inn in Duncanville 

Most landed in the front yard and 
parking lot of the inn. 

"They were just coming straight 
down solid," Ms. Russell said. "I 
couldn't imagine what was happen¬ 
ing. It was the weirdest thing I've 
ever seen." 

Meacham said if other such inci¬ 
dents occur, witnesses should notify 
the EPA.

He said they found a "perfect print” of the larger 
creature's foot late Tuesday and returned Wednesday 
a^roon to make a plaster cast. 

Wednesday was a warm day, however, with sunshine, 
and by afternoon when the pair was able to return, the 
footprint had melted too much to get a good east- 

Sanders also said the smaller creature was tracked to 
the home of Walter G. Ray of 10 E South Weber Drive, 
South Weber. 

Ray sold his wife burned a heavy pan of stew at the 
time of the Bigfoot sightings and it was placed on the 
back porch to coo). 

During that night ovor a week ago something hauled 
tha pan 100 yards to a garden in the back of the Ray yard 
where it had licked the pan clean. 

"I dktaT think much about it until these fellows come 
Wednesday and we went back out to the garden and 


looked at the tracks around where tha pan had been 
found,” Ray said. 

"It was then I noticed they looked like large bear 
tracks with pads on the foot and evorythiivs." he said. 

He also sold he recalled his dog acting "very weird" 
the night the pan of stew was hauled off. 

Satdert said a Mountain Green resident who was not 
identified, told him on the telephone that ha bad noticed 
an "awful odor” around his home a few days ago, 
"something like a skunk, but not quite." 

Sanders said the resident also said bis dogs, which 
usually bark when a deer is anywhere nearby, never 
made a sound during the time the odor was around. 

Ho also said the odor was like "something that bad not 
take a bath for a long, long Umo," 

Othor puraons who hovo reiiortaii alleged nigfaet tnei' 
dents hove also rc|<ortcd an odor. 

Meanwhile, "professional" Bigfoot hunicrn from Ore¬ 
gon and othor ports of tho nation have converged on this 
community to seek clues and make plaster casts of 
footprints. 

The footprints fire reported to be IB inches in length 
and have five toes. In some coses, the stride of the 
creatures was reported at some 10 feet. 

Pauline Markham says she had a "clear view" of Um 
creature walking down a ridge toward the Davis-Weber 
Canal along which many tracks have been found. K vai 
reported the animal was about a half mile away. 

The next day, Rodney Smith said he caught a gUmpse 
of a creature crunching through frozen snow In the 
moonlight. 

He said the two-legged animal ducked behind a grove 
of trees and made a high-pitched growl like that of a 
mountain lion or cougar. 

Tho three Bigfoot hunters from Oregon, where a num¬ 
ber of sightings havo been reported, are said to be 
searching tho upper Webor Canyon area for prints which 
may indicate the creatures returned to tho mountains.

There are thousands of 
these prints that have been 
casted. analyzed, measured 
and discussed. Yet no one 
has come up with 
something that proves the 
prints aren't authentic, 
although it is well known 
many of the prints are 
fakes, placed by pranksters 
which obviously happened 
in Bradford County' 

Scientists are anxious to 
believe all of the prints are 
fake, but as yet can't prove 
it. Dr. G. Krantz of Wash. 
State University says, 
"Either the animals are 
real or the footprints were 
faked by an anatomy ex¬ 
pert." The prints in snow or 
dust are very clear. Aside 
from their size they are dif¬ 
ferent from human feet in a 
crafty way and yet they are 
equally unlike any naive no¬ 
tion of 'ape-man' feet. 


They suggest a manner of 
walking unlike the human 
gait, but quite conceivable 
for a ten foot high creature. 
Moreover, the footprints 
are different just as the 
tracks of different humans 
are different. So It's in¬ 
conceivable that someone 
has been making giant foot¬ 
prints over an area of 
thousands of square miles 
in the wildlands of the nor¬ 
thwest for the past century. 

Other'anthropologists and 
anatomists who have 
studied Bigfoot footprints 
have come to similar con¬ 
clusions; that the fraud ia 
scarcely less improbable 
than the possible reality. 
Author John Napier of a 
book on Bigfoot and other 
so-called ape-men. rejects 
all but Bigf^t himself. He 
said. "There must be 
something in northwest 
America that needs ex* 
plaining, and that 
something leaves man-like 


footprints." 

TWO ENCOUNTERS 
Getting back now to our 
‘neck of the woods' I wrote 
awhile back on the two en¬ 
counters. Robert Chance a 
Maryland schoolteacher 
and politician had with his 
Bigfoot in southern Penn¬ 
sylvania along the Ap¬ 
palachian Trail. Tlya first 
waa in 1972 in York County. 
Hiking with several friends 
along a creek. Chance said 
he and his friends narrowly 
escaped from being hit by 
someone hurling 50 pound 
boulders down at them.

Taking along his dogs to 
investigate, the dogs i 
became excited and started ' 
to whimper and were afraid ' 
to enter a thick growth of i 
saplings to check out loud ^ 
cracking noiaes. Chance 
entered alone, but Bigfoot ' 
waa gone! All he found were r 
live saplings broken off < 
waist high and a strange 
smell which Chance sal^ 
was Bigfoot's body odor.

Experts stalk mysterious hum 


LONDON AP) - 
Environmentalists will conduct an 
all-night stalk next month seeking 
the source of the "Bristol Hum,” a 
mystery noise that has puizled and 
infuriated residents of this 
southwest England port for two 
years and defeated those trying to 
track it down. 

It has meant sleepless nights for 
dwellers in three or four scattered 
parts of the city, 120 miles southwest 
of London. 

“You can’t Imagine how 
annoying it is,” said John Day, a 
Bristol television reporter and 
longtime resident. "It’s a low 
droning noise, like a hiss.” 

Donald Barnett, the city’s chief 
environmental officer, said his 
experts will set up sensitive 


recording machines In eight 
locations April 14 to try to get a 
simultaneous recording of the 
Bristol Hum so they can Isolate and 
analyze it and hopefully determine 
where it comes from. 

The listening equipment Is 
costing the city more than $60,000. 
But Barnett said the project is worth 
it since the noise is a potential health 
hazard, causing headaches In some. 

The noise is reported most 
frequently between midnight and I 
a.m. 

Barnett’s environmental office 
believes the humming may be 
caused by factory noise in Bristol. 

However, all the Industries In 
Bristol have conducted noise tests 
and claim the humming Is not their 
fault.

RIVERDALE — ”I didn't believe in them, hut I sure do 
now," exclaims a Clearfield man who says "bigfoot” ran 
through the headlights of his vehicle early Monday 
morning.

"There was one plowed field on the north side, but we 
didn't find any track.s in it.” said Barker who also reported 
seeing the creature together with three other men and 
several boys three years ago in the Uinta .Mountains. 

Padilla said after the creature crossed out of the head¬ 
light beams, he turned down a small, dirt sideroad and 
directed the beam of his headlights across the field hoping 
he could follow and spot the creature again. 

The headlight beams didn't spot the creature, Padilla 
said, but they did attract the attention of a state highway 


trooper who drove up and asked him what was going on. 

When the trooper was told about what had taken place," 
he took off in a liurry and I got the impression he was going 
to also look for it," said Padilla. 

The witness said the creature also had long arms and was 
very erect as it ran across the highway. 

Padilla said the creature "moved gracefully” and not in 
the manner usually attributed to the slouch and swinging 
gait of a gorilla or member of the ape family.

veritable army of these things 
lurking about out there — ar^ 
yet, no one has ever found one, 
caught one or even found a 
corpse of one," he said. 

All scienti^ ever see is hair 
or some footprints, or stHue 
blurred photos, he added. 

"We aren't saying Bigfoot 
does not exist, just that we 
never have seen any real evi¬ 
dence. not even bones. Until 
someone turns up with that, it's 
still an open b(:^." .Dr. Scott 
said. 

The two men recently wrote 
about the Sasquatch legend in 
their column, "Let's Ehcplore 
the Unknown" a regular fea¬ 
ture in The Buffalo Evening 
News. 

"Look, I've tried to stay 
away from the ‘bigfoot' thing.” 
said Peter Felicetti, the 
ton tool and die maker who 
took the photos. 

"I don’t want a lot of nuts 
coming around. But I did hear 
something four years ago and 1 
did see footprints, and Tve been 
investigating ever since."

HE HAS spoken to several 
dozen people who. over the last 
20 years, have had encounters 
"with something.” 

He said the picture he has is 
of a head brought to him by 
two hunters. "The paper didn't 
do the photo any justice," when 
it published it Monday, he said. 

Mr. Felicetti said he has 
color slides showing the head 
close up and in detail, and 
slides of two feet found by the 
hunters.

I Ellsworth hills 
j story a riddle

S With a seventh case of cattle mutila- 
tion under investigation, an episode in 
^ the Ellsworth hills is becoming a 
00 disturbing accompaniment to the arrival 
of spring. 

Not only is the mystery continuing, 
but the positions taken by experts is 
becoming a riddle in itself. 

I The occurrences became a statewide 
tn story two weeks ago when dead and 
^ mutilated cattle found in the Gordon 
^ Rush pasture near Geneseo were ex- 
C amined. Tongues of the two animals 
^ had been removed. 

The Associated Press reported that 
^ Ellsworth veterinarian Ray Christiansen 
said the animals were killed and muti¬ 
lated by human beings and that his 
^ findings were verified by Kansas State 
University laboratories. 

Dr. H.D. Anthony, contacted yester* 
® day at the diagnostic laboratory of the 
KSU School of Veterinary Medicine, 
said that the news version was inaccur¬ 
ate. "I have not told anybody anything 
in regard to killed and mutilated ani¬ 
mals," he said. "I have no information 
that would say they were killed and 
mutilated by humans. 1 have not 
examined any carcasses." 

Were any findings verified for the 
Ellsworth veterinarian? "They sure 
were on Mr. Rush's bull." Christiansen 
said. "All K-State verified was that two 
sections of skin were cut by a knife. 
Thai's as far aa K-State has gone." 

"I'm real satisfied that it was cut by a 


knife. I was pretty sure myself and I 
found that Dr. Anthony had done a little 
work in this." 

Christiansen said that the university 
was not asked to verify the cause of 
death. The veterinarian said that he 
found a bullet inside a wound on both of 
the Rush animals and considered the 
evidence unquestionable. 

Christiansen is awaiting results from 
another department of the KSU labor¬ 
atory on the seventh mutilation case, a 
calf found last week on the Edgar 
Lanzel farm near Holyrood. Circum¬ 
stances were similar — the calf's 
tongue had been removed through the 
lower jaw — but Christiansen believes 
its death was from natural causes. He 
sent parts of the intestine, spleen and 
stomach to the laboratory for verifica¬ 
tion. Christiansen is not asking K-State 
for an examination of the mutilation. 

Ellsworth County Sheriff Raymond 
Thomas, in the meantime, continues to 
investigate theories mentioned to him. 
including one that a cult using animal 
tongues in a ritual may exist in the area 
and may be involved. 

The revelation has fanned area 
rumors of cults. The News is checking a 
note received yesterday, in which a 
source wrote, "There are a few kids 
around town that have run across the 
cult practice in the Kanopolis Lake area. 
Two of them told me they were scared 
to death and didn't stick around when 
they ran across them." 
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Thn is an artist's rendering of structures 
representative of those found by George Cele. 
The structures are rectangular in shape 
and are apparently made of stone (A). The 
shape of the structures indicate they once 
had roofs (B).

What's out there? 


Amateur archaeologist believes he's found 
pyramidal city under water near Chandeleur

After seven years of research, an amateur 
archaeologist from Baton Rouge says he has 
located an underwater pyramidal city near the 
Chandeleur Islands south of Biloxi in the Gulf of 
Mexico. The city, he says, could date back to the 
Stone Age. 

Before the end of the summer. George L. Gele 


and divers from the National Space and 
Technology Laboratories Diving Club will take 
a fully equipped expedition to the site in hopes 
of making physical contact with the submerged 
structures. So far, weather problems have 
interfered with seven other expeditions.

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Chinese 
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on trail of ape-man

PEKING—China's ape-man sounds vague¬ 
ly familiar. He lives in a high pine-covered 
mountain range. Reddish-brown hair covers 
his whole body. 

He can be rough with strangers, but he 
also smiles, he and his ancestors may have 
been around for thousands of years. He is 
the stuff of folklore. 

No one has ever taken his picture or cap¬ 
tured him. yet Chinese scientists will launch 
a major expedition next month in the snow- 
capp^ peaks of the Dennongjia forest re¬ 
gion to try to capture a "wild man.” 

More than 30 sightings of the ape-man 
have been reported in the last two years, 
sav researchers at Peking’s Academy of 
Sciences, and this expedition is the most 
ambitious to date. 

REFLECTING THE new interest in a 
Chinese "Bigfoot,” the academy this month 
published a letter describing an encounter 
with a female creature and its breast-fed 
child. 

'it would be very valuable to find a ‘wild 
man' that is possibly a cross between a man 
and an ape.” said Huang Wanpo, a re¬ 
searcher who speaks with missionary zeal. 

"Perhaps he would establish man's next 
of kin in the evolutionary line,” 

Yuan Zhezin, another scientist at the In¬ 
stitute of Paleoanthr(^logy and Vertebrate 
Paleontology, believes the "wild man” is an 
ancestral relative to America's Bigfoot, the 
legendary, but unproven, creature that sup¬ 
posedly roams the forests of the American 
Northwest. 

DURING AN earlier expedition, the 
two researchers found traces of the "ape- 
man” and numerous eyewitness accounts 
describing him. A 33-year-old commune 
leader told them: "He was about 7 feet 
tall, with shoulders wider than a man’s, a 
sloping forehead, deep-set eyes, and a bul¬ 
bous nose with slightly upturned nostrils. 



He had sunken cheeks, cars like a man's 
but bigger, and round eyes also bigger 
than a man's. 

"His jaw jutted out, and he had protrud¬ 
ing lies. His front teeth were as broad as a 
horse’s. His eyes were black. His hair was 
dark brown and more than a foot long and 
hung loosely over his shoulders. 

"His whole face, except for the nose and 
ears, was covered with short hairs. His 
arms hung down to below his knees. He 
had big hands with fingers about a foot 
long and with thumbs only slightly separat¬ 
ed from the fingers. 

"He didn't have any tail, and the hair on 
his body was short. He had thick thighs, 
shorter than the lower part of his legs. He 
walked upright with his legs apart. His feet 
were each about a foot long and half that 
broad—broader in front and narrow behind 
—with splayed toes. He was a male. That 
much I saw clearly.” 

WHILE THE EARLIER expedition un¬ 
covered samples of hair that does not 
match any known man or bear common to 
the mountain region, Huang theorizes that 
the creature may be a descendant of the 
giant ape, an animal whose fossil remains 
date back more than 200,000 years. 


Significantly, says Huang, the Shen- 
nongjia region is also the home of the giant 
panda, whose ancestors also dale back to 
ages long before man. 

“People have been talking about the 
hairy man for at least 4.000 years,” said 
Huang, who studied the Fangxian County 
records in Central China. 

"It’s a very good environment,” said the 
man who will lead a team of 20 specialists 
and scores of commune members armed 
with tranquilizer guns. "It's at a very high 
altitude [about 10.000 feetl. There are deep 
valleys, and the area is dotted with caves 
from 9 to 10 feet high.” 

A "HAIR-MAN” IS depicted on a lorab 
carving from the Han Dynasty more than 
1,700 years ago. Even before that, the Chi¬ 
nese poet Che Yuan wrote about a "moun¬ 
tain ogre.” calling it “a creature like a 
human being. He likes to smile, and he is 
shy. He drinks spring water. His hair Is 
very long, and he sits under the pine and 
cypress trees.” 

Even now, said Yuan, many mountain 
villagers in the Dennongjia region won't go 
deep in the forest without carrying a bam¬ 
boo sheath to wear on their arm. 

The legend is the "wild man” will grab 
humans by their arms and smile and hold 
on until the ape-man loses consciousness. If 
the villager tries to escape, the creature 
will regain consciousness and beat him. but 
he will remain unconscious while holding 
onto the phony bamboo "arm.” 

While much of rural China remains heav. 
ily influenced by superstition, the traces of 
hair and feces and the unexplained large 
tracks have persuaded the Academy of Sci¬ 
ences to continue its research. 

All the reports of close encounters with 
the "ape-man” described a creature 
hunched over, with hair all over his body, 
walking upright, and with a foul smell no¬ 
ticeable more than 80 feet away. 

"But we haven't captured him yet.” said 
Huang, "and, like your Bigfoot, ha remains 
a mystery.” 


discovered 40 or 50 partially-buried stone 
structures on the Gulf bottom. At least one of 
them is believed to be a 30-foot tall pyramidal 
structure. He used a side-scan sonar and sub¬ 
bottom profiling instruments in his exploration.

Gclc became interested in archaeology in 1966 
during a trip to Mexico. 

"I became intrigued with the quality of the 
planning and started doing research into ancient 
civilization." the 33-ycar-old architect says. "I 
ran across information on a theory that major 
religious centers of various civilizations were 
distributed evenly across the surface of 
the earth. I became curious about the 30th 
parallel or latitude. Most religious cen¬ 
ters arc located there.” 

He discovered that the Gulf site near 
Chandeleur is mathematically located in 
one of these strategic areas. The particu¬ 
lar .site where Gele believes the city is 
located is exactly 120 degrees from the 
Giza Pyramids in Egypt and 160 degrees 
from the Potala at Lhasaa. Tibet, an 
important religious center, he says. 

“They are at the same latitude as our 
site and equally distributed from that 
site," he explained. "Another curious 
item is the fact that in the Pacific Ocean, 

120 degrees from our site...on the ocean 
floor...is a place where seven rivers come 
together. It was a land mass that was 
once above the water." 

Using satellite photographs, Gele says 
he found evidence of a spot in the Gulf 
that is "U-shaped with a long line, that 
terminated with a blob at the end. 


"The satellite showed something, not 
an Island, but at this same mathematical 
point." he says. "It was something that 
could be seen from apace, not from an 
airplane." 

The photograph and his research add 
up to one theory, he says. There is an 
ancient city located in the Gulf. 

"We have evidence that shows a mass 
which is 1.2 nautical miles square," Gele 
says. "There are rectangular and square 
objects on the bottom. We also have 
located masses which arc standing up. 
maybe 20 feet high...We have an area in 
which there is a cluster of rectangular 
structures. 

“We have identified three. One is pro¬ 
truding three feet out of the sand, one is 
five feet, and one mass is nine feet out 
of the sand. We know exactly where they 
arc.*' 

Gele says he has two theories about his 
discovery. He believes that the city could 
be the remains of the Mississippi Delta 
from 3,000 years ago or 15.000-ycar-old 
structures that were standing during the 
Ice Age. 

"In either case, it is going to be an 
unusual archaeological finding," he says. 
"I've been slowly plodding [along with] 
this thing for seven years. I will be 
excited when the diver says that he has 
made physical contact." 

Gele recently presented his findings to 
members of the Louisiana Archaeloglcal 
Survey and Antiquities Commission. 
They complimented Gele on his scientific 
techniques, he says, but told Gele he must 
hire an underwater archaeologist to work 
with him. 

He is allowed to dive in the area, but 
needs an archaeological permit "to do a 
proper survey." However, he can't get 
the permit until he makes physical con¬ 
tact with the structures, he says. 

“I have been battling this issue for 
seven years." Gele said. "I have received 
a tremendous amount of ridicule. Part of 
It is because I am in architecture and 
planning. Part of it is resentment. I've 
had to document everything more thor¬ 
oughly. I do have archaeological ex¬ 
perience! But. for proper reasons, 
archaeologists are very cautious." 

Gele says if he were "independently 
wealthy." he would have located the un¬ 
derwater city by now. But. instead, he has 
been forced to "beg and borrow" money 
for his expeditions. The Baton Rouge 
baaed architect says he will accept as¬ 
sistance in the form of equipment and 
vessels from anyone who is genuinely 
Interested in his project. 

He is convinced that ancient structures 


exist in ihe Gulf just off the Miaslssip- 
pi/Louisiana coast and he wants to prove 
it. he says. 

“We arc going to shake up the concepts 
of our past." he said. “It is time for the 
structures to be found." 
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coDClutioGS will be. But he made it clear that be is not giv¬ 
en to any of the UFO, cult or government research theories 
and will put forth "natural" explanations for the phenome¬ 
na. 

"I think I will be able to support some of my conclusions 
with very good photographic evidence and other evidence 
that I’ve observ^ or not^,’’ he said. 

What about the apparently unexplainable? 

“Will 1 be able to handle all the facts?” Rommel mused. 
"Maybe not. Maybe I’m not going to accept all the facts. 
Many times the facts*you are dealing with are not facts.” 

In the “classic” mutilation, the cow’s tongue, anus, geni¬ 
tals and sometimes an ear a re missina. repor tedly severed 
witlTsurgi^precision that excludes predators or scaven¬ 
gers as suspects. 

One problem facing Rommel is that no classic cases have 
been seen in New Mexico during the period of the investi¬ 
gation. 

The believers fear that Rommel's conclusions will be 
tainted by the fact that he has only investigated natural 
deaths. 

"It’s the difference between night and day," State Police 
Officer Gabe Valdez said. 

Valdez, who Works out of Dulce and has mvestigaied 
Bumeroua classic nlutilations in the area, is absolutely ran- 
VlBoed that animals could not be responsible. He thinks 
Bwiiiiii I would be convinced loo if he ever saw such a case. 

"They checked a whole bunch of these animals that died 
of natural causes.” VMdez said of the investi gation. "I’m 
ahWost sure that’s all they checked. They liavefft run 
acroes a classic mutilation. I wish Rommel would see one 
thM’s a classic one, not just a dead animal. That's what I’m 
afraid they’re going to draw their conclusions on.” 

Rommel, however, interpreted the dearth of classic cases 
to mean t^t the ones retmrted prior to his investigation 
may not have been .sc classic after all. 

“My response to that is it appears that the number seems 
to be pretty consistent," he said “About 27 have been re¬ 
ported so mutilatiens since this preject began and this ap¬ 
pears to be the average number reported for the state of 
whalever-you-want-to-call-them since 1975. 

"I think it’s very unusual that mine are the only ones that 
aren’t mutilations. I think a point can be made.” 

Although he wouldn’t discuss specifics, Rommel hinted 
that he leans toward predators or scavengers for one ex¬ 
planation. 

“If we didn’t have scavengers, we’d all be up to our asses 
in dead cattle,” he snorted. 

However, he also said, “There’s a lot of explanations.” 

As further evidence of his skepticism, Rommel refum 
to use the term “mutilation” beuuse, he said, it implies 
that the victim was still alive when the parts were cut off. 

“The term itself strikes terror in the minds of people,” 
he said. “Hell, I’ll confirm a dead cow and I’ll confirm a 
dead cow that's missing some parts.” 

He ridiculed some of the claims that the missing parts 
had been excised with surgical precision. 

"People in the field are saying things like laser surgery," 
the investigator said “What the hell do they know about 
laser surgery? There's maybe only two guys even in Loa 
Alamos who've ever seen laser surgery.” 


As for the actual deaths of the cattle, Rommel cited the 
existence of numerous poisonous plants on New Mexico 
rangeland and the prevalence of diseases such as blackleg. 

“Cattle are more delicate than they seem,” he said. 

He added that many ranchers don’t keep as close an eye 
on their cattle as in the past because they hold other jobs or 
can't afford ranch labor. 

Critics of the investigation charge that Rommel has al¬ 
lied himself with those who won't accept anything but a 
natural, rational explanation for things that cannot be so 
explained. One such person, they say, is Los Alamos Scien¬ 
tific Laboratory scientist Dr. Donald Petersen. 

"We have supported him (Rommel) analytically to come 
up with those conclusions,” Petersen said. But he refused 
to discuss the conclusions and referred any other questions 

ts Remmel. 

Rommel refused to name the persons who have been 
helping him, saying some have received phone calls from 
cncki^ts at 2 in the mon^. 

At the outset of the investigation, Rommel named a spe¬ 
cial team to visit the site of mutilations with him. Some of 
them have been to the scenes of reported mutilations, fie 
said, but not all. 

Booth Gallett, assistant director of the State Motion Pic¬ 
ture Bureau, offered to furnish videotape equipment to 
record classic cases. 

“I’ve been kind of waiting,” Gallett said recently. “He 
said he wouldn’t call us out until he had a bona fide mutila- 
tkxi.’’ 

Rommel said he will make his conclusions known at a 
press conference as early as this week, then issue a written 
report after the end of May. 

”1 intend to go to the media and tell them what I’ve found 
out and make my conclusions known,” he said. “I intend to 
be able to support those conclusions right at the confer¬ 
ence.” 

Anything he does not support at the conference, he said, 
will be addressed in the finM report. 

"I wiU lay out individual cases and 1 will try to draw 
parallels and I will try to explain in a logical manner why 
I’ve come to the conclusions I’ve come to," he continued. 

“I intend to make a very strong recommendation at the 
proper time. My recommendation's going to be a toot.” 

If natural causes are the finding, it won’t satisfy Schmitt 

"If that is his conclusion, I find it a little bit hard to be¬ 
lieve based on what I’ve beard," the senator said. “It was 
my understanding that the use of tranquilizers was fairly 
well established. I don’t see tow you can come to the con¬ 
clusion that it’s predators if there’s human activity of that 
nature.” 

If Rommel does not satisfy him on such points, Schmin 
said he will probably push for further investigation when 
Justice Department officials appear before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, of which he is a member. 

"If I can convince the committee that it hasn’t bean 
done,” he said, “we’ll try to get more investigation going.” 

Meanwhile, the FBI in Albuquerque, which had been di¬ 
rected from Washington to pursue the issue, gave up Jan. 
IS because of the lack of new mutilations. 

The agency issued an 890 page report wtucr, amounted to 
a compilation of previous i^ormatioii on the mudlatioaa 
but shed no new li^t on the mystery. 
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
